The day of Aug. 2, 1990 
changed the attitudes of students 
and adults alike. 

On this day, Iraqi president 
Saddam Hussein led his troops to 
invade his neighboring country, 
Kuwait. Hussein declared his rea¬ 
sons for the invasion as being to 
gain control of the oil fields and 
islands that have access to the Gulf. 
The main reasons for the invasion, 
however, was to give Iraq status as 
a dominant military power and to 
establish control of the Middle East. 

The same day, President Bush 
sent troops to Saudi Arabia to pro¬ 
tect the nation’s border and to in¬ 
fluence Hussein out of Kuwait. This 
U.S. display of protection was 
known as Operation Desert Shield. 

Hussein's intrusion caused an 
intense increase in oil prices.

Through the months of Septem¬ 
ber and October the price per 
barrel reached up to $40. Area 
gasoline prices fluctuated between 
$1.10 and $1.35. This rise gave 
Americans yet another reason to 
be concerned with the events in 
the Gulf. 

For nearly six months the U.S. 
soldiers were in waiting for some 
sort of action in the Gulf. On 
Thursday, Jan. 16, 1991, they 
were given action. At 5:50 p.m. 
(CST) the United States began 
bombing Iraq with FI 5 fighter- 
bombers. This sparked Operation 
Desert Storm. 

Few casualties were reported 
throughout the war, however, 
some American hostages were 
captured but released when the 
war ended. 

Many citizens displayed yellow 
ribbons on their clothes, trees, cars,

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or other belongings, along with 
pro-patriotism banners and Ameri¬ 
can flags. As with any event, there 
were those who disagreed with 
the reasons for U.S. involvement. 
Protesters with signs like “No 
Blood For Oil” filled the streets of 
Chicago and other big cities dis¬ 
playing their contempt for the war. 
For the most part however, the 
soldiers did have the support of 
their friends and families behind 
them. 

One of the major events 
throughout the war was when Iraqi 
spilled gallons of oil into the Gulf 
causing a several mile-long oil slick 
along the coast of Saudi Arabia. 

Close to the end of the war, 
Iraqi soldiers began surrendering 
in the hundreds. Finally, after 100 
hours of ground battle, Hussein 
surrendered his nation and agreed 
to take claim off of Kuwait.

A Serial Shotgun killer caused 
much fear and anxiety for North¬ 
west Indiana during a usually 
cheerful Christmas season in 
1990. 

The killer started his spree on 
Oct. 30, 1990. A total of seven 
people were killed by the man, 
including two in Portage. 

Many students were uneasy 
during the time of the shootings. 
Some students, such as Karen 
Lesko, senior, took precautions 
while the killer was at large. She 
said, “When I go out at night, I take 
a group of people with me. I 
always lock my doors.” 

Portage Police Sgt. Warren 
Lewis, spokesman for the 45 
member task force assigned to 
the case, said that the killer was in 
his mid 20’s or 30’s, 5’10”, had 
dark eyes, a prominent brow, and 
a light complexion. He drove a 
boxy, white, compact car. 

The first of the two Portage 
shootings occurred on Dec. 15 at 


the Howard Johnson Motor Lodge. 
Marie Meitzer, a 48-year old desk 
clerk, was found shot to death 
behind the front desk at about 
8:30 p.m. 

The second of the shootings in 
Portage occurred at a Hudson 
Gas Station on U.S. 6 a few days 
later. Harchand Singh Dhalival 
was found dead in the gas station 
by a customer. 

All of the shootings occurred in 
a short amount of time, but 
stopped suddenly. Jenni Godin, 
freshman, said, “I think he shot in 
spurtsforawhileandthen stopped 
because he is laying low for a 
while. He is afraid that the cops 
are going to catch him. 

Freshman Hiram Sizemore 
said, “I think he’s a crazy lunatic. 
I hope they catch him soon, and 
when they do, he gets the electric 
chair.” 

At the time of this writing, the 
shotgun killer has not been caught. 
However, the police have one 
suspect in custody who has not 
yet been convicted.

Every year a special class is 
offered to students who wish to 
excel in the field of teaching.

\/ocational classes more 
than average course load

Vocational classes were help¬ 
ful in many ways to students. 
These classes were available for 
students who were looking for 
hands-on work. Many courses 
were offered for people to take. 
Mostly they were for juniors and 
seniors only; however, some 
classes were offered for sopho¬ 
mores also. 

Many of the classes met off 
campus at a variety of places 
including Willowcreek Middle 
School, Don Roberts Cosmetol¬ 
ogy and Doree Cosmetology. 

Vocational classes were a 
chance for students to learn a 
trade. It would give many stu¬ 
dents a head start on schooling 
after high school and for some 
job training. Some trades that 
could be learned included auto 
mechanics, building trades, die¬ 
sel mechanics, printing, elec¬ 
tronics and dental assisting. 

Eight of the classes met for 
three hours during the day. 
These students were juniors and 
seniors. Some courses were of¬ 
fered to all three grades such as 


architectural drafting and elec¬ 
tronics. 

Courses taken the junior year 
are often prerequisites for 
courses in the senior year. Once 
taken, the person could move 
on to the second year and more 
advanced study.

I’m going to 
be an automotive engi¬ 
neer which needs four 
years of collegese¬ 
nior Matt Vernon said. 


Senior Matt Vernon chose to 
take advantage of that option 
and was enrolled in auto me¬ 
chanics 2 his senior year. He 
said the class met at Willowcreek 
the first three hours of the day. 
The students came to school 
and were bussed over to and 
from the school. 

The reason he took the class 
was because he plans to be an 
automotive engineer. He is go¬ 


ing to Purdue University, West 
Lafayette, to study for four years. 
The class helped him get famil¬ 
iar with cars. 

His counselor told him that 
the class wouldn’t look good on 
his college application but Matt 
feels the knowledge has helped 
him a lot. 

“Most kids take it because 
they are just being auto mechan¬ 
ics,” Matt said. “I’m going to be 
an automotive engineer which 
needs four years of college.” 

In the class they learn about 
every aspect of cars. In the first 
year of auto mechanics, the stu¬ 
dent goes through a complete 
engine overhaul. In the second 
year, the student works on more 
specialized areas such as trans¬ 
missions and air conditioning 
systems. 

They have two areas of the 
class-shop and class work. In 
class the student goes through 
troubleshooting, or how to iden¬ 
tify problems on cars. In shop 
they work on cars. Matt said 
they often work on city vehicles 
such as police cars.

Today drugs are being tested for the 
cures of different diseases, to test these 
drugs some researchers are using ani¬ 
mals.
